1. The Captain of a vestal proceeding «to tho River Yenisei 
from the vest through the Kara Oatos Strait and back, is 
supplied by the charterer with Soviet Charts nos. 695a 
690. 697 and 696 issued by the U.8.8.R. Hydrographic Kaval 
Office (added "in 1954* )• The captain navigating in the 
above mentioned region must observe the regulations laid 
down in these instructions, as well as take into conside- 
ration the adviced cf the Ice pilot and follow the direc- 
tions of the River pilot concerning the sailing of the 
vessel along the fairway of the river* 

2* The captain of the vessel, approaching the Kara Oates Strait 
from the west* informs the Agency of the Kara lee Opera- 
tion# 24 hours before approaohing tbe strait and awaits 
their instructions as to the time of either entering the 
Kara Sea. or os to the place whore he is to await impro- 
ving of the ice situation, or as to the place where he la 
to meat the icebreaker* 

3* The captain of the vessel selling in the Kara Saa must 
keep the Agency of the Kara Zee Operations informed about 
the proceeding# of his vessel, availing himself for that 
purpose of the services of the nearest radloetatlons (at 
Amderna or Dixon)* The position of the vessel, the weather 
and sea conditions most be reported to the agency twice 
every day, at 3»00 a.m. and 3*00 p*m* Moscow time* 

4* In the invent of encountering ice. the captain of the vessel 
immediately notifies the Agency of the Kara lea Operations, 
indicating the position of the vessel and the weather and 
sea conditions • 

5* Every vessel entering the Ka ra Sea must be provided, within 
the limits of fair navigation practice, (added! "and in 
consideration of sailing in ice conditions" ) with sufficient 
supplies of fhel, water and vessel equipment, (added! "and 
stores") as well as with the necessary supplies of special 
emergency equipment (wooden girders, bolts, quick-setting 
cement. Date, (addadi " "), plasters, etc*); all drai- 

nage facilities oust be in good order end in constant readi- 
ness for action* 

6* All requests to r ioebreoker assistance to help the vessel 
through the loe must be addressed by the captain to the 
Agency of Kara loe Operations*

19* The captain of a voosol sailing in a caravan or following an 
icebreaker must calculate and know tho co-ordinates of the 
position of his vessel at any moment. When the vessel is 
released by the icebreaker tho captain of the vessel can 
check tho oo-ordlnates of his vessel with the co-ordinates 
of the place of release which are indicated by the ice- 
breaker. 



20. The captain of the vessol concoyod by tho icebreaker must 
be aware that neither the icebreaker » nor the ownor of th© 
icebreaker, nor the charterer bear any responsibility for 
damage or other lasses suffered by the convoyed vessel during 
or as a rosult of being convoyed through ice ox- during manoe- 
uvres connected therewith. 


The captain of the vessel is therefore under obligation to 
take measures of precautions -

32, Vessels sailing in the Kara or Barents Sea east of the 
meridian 45° of eastern longitude can establish bileteral 
radio communications with radio stations of Amderma or 
Dixon, while vessels sailing on tho Yenisei can establish 
communication with Igarka or Dixon* 

33, All radiograms addrossod to tho Agency of Kara Ice Opera- 
tions or to the "Inflot*’ are transmitted through the above 
radio stations.
